INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION. 

What  an  Eaat  Orange  Public  School 
haa  been  doing  the  paat  year 

^0*1  Sat  unlay  afternoon  a  numerous 
throng  of  visitor*  might  have  t/eoii  neon 
wending  their  way  along  the  path  that 
leaik-t  from  Main  street  to  the  stone  slope 
of  one  of  the  Kant  Or  nge  Public  School 
buildings,  known  as  Eastern  Hohnol, 
winch  Mr.  Vernon  L.  Davey  is  principal 
The  occasion  was  an  Industrial  Exhibi¬ 
tion.  a  display  of  work  done  by  the  schtd 
are,  extending  In  all  Its  branches  from  the 
laboratory  and  mill  to  the  parlor  and  kiteh 
en.  In  response  to  an  Invitation  printed 
Wy  one  of  the  pupils,  our  reporter  joined 
the  throng  and  entered  the  building. 

There  was  work  In  every  department, 
representing  almost  every  pupil  in  that 
department.  Beginning  at  the  lowest  tho 
visitors  were  conducted  from  one  room  to 
aridher  until  they  Anally  reached  the  High 
S«4iool  department. 

The  primary  children  had  arranged  hits 
oficolored  card-board,'  little  strips  of  wood 
ami  pieces  of  wire  on  the  tops  of  their 
de^ka.  Walking  to  the  back  of  the  room 
anfl  turning  toward  the  teacher,  so  that  a 
full  view  sf  the  surface  of  the  desks  could 
l>ei obtained,  it  was  perceived  that  all  these 
wtre  arranged  so  as  to  represent  some  ob- 
such  as  hearts,  crosses,  squares  and 
various  other  Agures. 

A  tthle  was  tilled  with  specimens  of  nee- 
did- work,  both  plain  an  i  fancy,  toys,  lad 
defend  little  boats,  displaying  construc¬ 
tive  talent;  also  drawings  and  writing. 

I  4'ards  were  placed  about  the  room  on 
wiii-li  was  arrangsti  in  different  Colored 
papers,  some  design  worked  out  by  the 
pupils.  A  picture  on  one  of  the  black¬ 
boards,  representing  a  ship  at  sea,  with 
colored  crayon,  was  the  word  of  a  little 
iw>y.  All  this  was  done  by  children  5  and 
t'i  years  old. 

In  the  second  primary  department,  the 
children  being  »'*  and  7  years  old,  slates 
were  placed  ou  the  desks  showing  speei- 
mea's’“of  hand -writing.  The  ta‘  le  con¬ 
tained  articles  of  needle-work,  aprons, 
dolls'  clothes  and  hats,  blocks  of  patch- 
work,  stand-covers,  crazy  quilts,  and  other 
kinds  of  handiwork.  A  drawing  done  in 
colored  crayon,  representing  a  horse  In 
the  ai  t  of  ruuning,  was  well  executed  by  a 
boy  of  6. 

The  exhibit  of  the  third  primary  depart¬ 
ment  was  like  the  othere,  only  show¬ 
ing  more  advancement.  Intact  this  ad¬ 
vancement  from  year  to  y*(ff  throughout 
the  whole  exhibit  was  very  marked.  In 
addition,  to  these,  however,  there  was  a 
conversion  of  peach  baskets  Into  a  unique 
design  of  waste- paper  bosket,  embroidered 
stand-covers,  cushions  worked  in  crazy 
patch,  fancy  whisk  broom-holders  and 
dolls'  clothes.  On  the  black  board  were 
specimens  of  free  hand  drawlug,  writing 
and  designing.  The  average  age  of  the 
children  was  from  7  to  8  years. 

In  the  fourth  primary  the  black  boards 
were  filled  with  designs  in  angular  and 
circular  Agures,  being  original  work  of  the 
pupils,  who  were  8  and  9  years  old. 
Among  the  objects  of  special  interest  on 
the  table  were  an  old  fashioned  mat  made 
by  an  «  yaar  old  girl,  blocks  of  patch  work 
repiwsenting  all.  tho  different  styles  of 
:  ;  lbs,  aprons,  napkins,  towels  and  other 
seful  articles,  and  a  large  amount  of  fancy 
nets] le- work.  A  crayon  sketch  illus'raLing 
a  naval  engagement  attracted  a  great  deal 
of  attention. 

In  all  the  grammar  departments  the 
display  of  fancy  work  was  a  very  promi¬ 
nent  feature  of  the  exhibit.  Rugs,  mats, 
scarfs,  stand-covers,  cushions,  shoe-bags, 
piuH'ushions,  lamp-mats,  fancy  slippers, 
match-safes  and  many  other  things,  use¬ 
ful  and  ornamental  about  the  home,  Ailed 
the  table. 

There  were  handsomely  colored  vases, 
ornamented  with  Moral  designs,  in  relief, 
modeled  from  the  clay  by  the  scholars' 
own  hands,  and  burned  under  their  per¬ 
sonal  supervision.  Artitbinl  flowers,  bead 
work,  lace  work,  engraving  done  on  cakes 
of  amp,  card  worn,  mottoes,  work  bask¬ 
ets,  wall-brackets.  and  vat  iohs  other  ar¬ 
ticles  loaded  the  tables. 

Is  one  department  was  a  miniature  park, 
constructed  by  a  little  l«oy  ,  the  park  en- 
closed  a  lake,  on  the  surface  of  which  was 
a  small  Is  .at  partially  hidden  by  a  little 
)»>ai  houee.  Secluded  in  a  shady  nook  on 
-  the  bank  of  the  lake  a  frog  was  quietly 
mediating. 

Among  the  many  interesting  objects  to 
t.e  seen  in. the  room*  assigned  to  the  High 
School  department,  was  a  small  fountain 
end  ting  a  tiny  jot.  A  citwm  inspection 
falls  to  reveal  any  outside  connection  from 
which  the  fountain  may  draw  its  supply. 
Examination  shows  that  the  fountain  Is 
pr.teii.  ally  a  self-feeder.  This  ingenious 
piece  tif  n  i  cimnism,  the  hand-work  of  a 
scho'd  lioy  15  y  ears  of  age,  illustrate*  the 
eb-m  I  tnry  profi-iples  of  hydraulics.  In  a 
manner  ea.-»dy  riimpreh ended  by  the  young 
students.  ,  I 

In  i Ids  KHii.K  d"'p»rtment  the  process  of 
distillation  a  as  being  curried  on  by  means 
of  a  contrivance  involving  all  the  impor¬ 
tant  principles  of  the  still,  constructed 
and  operated  by  two  young  scholars.  The 
prim. i pal  parts  of  It  being  glass  the  whole 
operation  was  visible  to  the  eye. 

The  electrical  display  offorded  consid- 
eratile  amusement,  a  battery  of  sufficient 
sireagth  to  give  a  perceptible  shock  to  6 
nmn  being  In  operation.  Electric  bells, 
different  method*  of  producing  electricity, 
devices  for  indicating  the  direction  of  the 
current,  and  f«.r  Illustrating  its  positive 
ami  negative  qualities,  were  displayed. 

These  devices  and  applications  were  all 
the  work  of  the  sch  lais;  one  especially

displaying  a  wonderful  proficiency  in  this 
Una.  Small  mod  da,  cona’xu'  te*l  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  philosophy  rlsM  were  shown, 
representing  lh«  lever,  plane.  wheel,  screw 
ami  pulley,  and  serving  to  illustrate  ths 
varied  application*  of  the  principle  of  vir¬ 
tual  velocities  Additional  attractions 
the  department  were  found  in  excellent 
specimens  of  photography,  lithography, 
engraving  and  printing. 

Susf ended  from  the  wall  were  maps 
drawn  by  pupils,  oo  which  were  indicated 
by  heavy  Knee,  the  different  time-men 
dians  used  r»y  the  railroads  in  various 
sections  of  the  country.  Two  anatomical 
platea  ware  also  placed  against  the  wall, 
ona  Illustrating  the  circulating  organs 
the  other  the  digentive  organs. 

The  black  boards  in  the  different  de¬ 
partments  of  the  school  were  well  Ailed 
with  specimens  of  writing,  free  hand  draw¬ 
ing,  decorative  designs,  and  problems  in 
arithmetic  fully  worked  out.  Ou  labl< 
werejdaced  vrhat  was  termed  "relief  maps 
done  in  putty,  to  show  the  topography 
countries.  Toys,  small  ships,  ladders, 
boot-jacksand  tt  small  hen  coop,  evidence*: 
the  development  of  constructive  abilities 
Amateur  experiments  iu  the  line  of  du 
ties  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  economical 
house-wife  were  displayed  in  the  »hape  of 
dressee,  aprons,  stockings  towels  napkin* 
etc.  A  well-made  pair  of  pants,  Miltable 
for  a  l»oy  shout  years  of  age,  attracted  n 
great  deal  oj  attention. 

A  tab  e  heavily  laden  with  the  good 
things  of  life  attracts  the  attention.  Con 
epic  nous  among  these  Is  a  vivid  reminder 
of  Christmas  holidays  in  a  roasted  turkey, 
brown  and  crisp,  handsomely  decorated  in 
tho  usual  holiday  fashion.  The  imUspen' 
sable  staff  of  life  was  represented  by  sam 
pies  of  home-made  brehd,  evincing  skill 
on  the  part  of  the  baker.  Our  reporter 
wished  to  try  Us  quality,  but  it  was  inti¬ 
mated  that  should  he  do  so,  there  would 
lie  none  left  for  exhibition 

It  should  be  stated,  in  conclusion,  that 
the  work,  from  the  primary  department  to 
the  highest,  was  all  done  by  the  pupils 
themselves.
